Total shorn wool production 
in Canada for 1938 was (estim¬ 
ated at 13,384,000 lb., as com¬ 
pared vvith an estimate of 13, 
772,000 lb. in 1937. The 1938 
estimates were based on an a- 
verage of 7.5 lb. of wool per 
fleece; while the 1938 estimat¬ 
es were calculated on an aver¬ 
age yield of 7.28 lb., as com¬ 
piled from the report of wool 
growers. Alberta, with 3,829, 
000 lb., produced most wool in 
1938; Ontario next with 3,436, 
jOO lb., and Quebec third with 
2,044,000 lb. t.

ARIAN Magazine) 

“Teacher's working late to¬ 
night,” the y used to say if they 
saw a light in the schoolhouse 
after, say, 5 o’clock. But not 
now. More and more the ever- 
lighted scholhouse is becoming 
a fact, as new communities 
brighten to the realization that, 
a.s an after-hours’ center for ad¬ 
ult cultural and, social activities, 
it offers the finest opportunit¬ 
ies. 

Folk schools ol countries like 
Denmark, where grown-ups of¬ 
ten continue their classroom ed¬ 
ucation all through life, have 
won wide attention. And an in¬ 
spiring example of community 
eduction and neighborliness is 
found in the little town of Sol¬ 
omon, Kansas. Solomon lias on¬ 
ly about 1,000 people. It has no 
picture shows, no clubs; yet 
af proximately 5,000 folks live 
within eight miles, and for 
most of them the high-school 
building is a natural focusing 
point for recreation, entertain¬ 
ment, self-improvement. 

The building is open five 
nights a week, except during 
Summer. There is no attempt 
to formalize the school’s open 
house. Half a dozen farm or¬ 
ganizations Hold their meetings 
in the scholhouse. For the rest 
people come, as to a reunion, to 
meet friends, to play games, to 
take part in plays and concerts, 
>r to listen to them, to hear 
lectures, to play bridge, table 
tennis, basketball. Townsmen 
eagerly give credit for the idea 
to R certain public-spirited ed¬ 
ucator who, during his super¬ 
intendency cf the school, won 
for his plan the support of a 
progressive school board — and 
a place in the budget for lights, 
heat, and shower baths. No 
one, truth to tell, needed to be 
“scld” the ever-lighted school- 
house idea. 

All told, Solomon is ,a strik¬ 
ing example of how a comm 
unity may be vivified by hav¬ 
ing a common focusing point 
for neighborly activities and 
interests. The school itself tak¬ 
es on new life. There has been 
onlv one truancy in seven
